In New York 
state the upstate public service com- 
mission has railed a conference for 
January ly of mierurban railway offici- 
als to (liscuss methods of safety in ope- 
ration. In Indiana for two years the 
railroad commission has j»iven unusu- 
ally earnest attention to ih : matter of 
satety, recent uisasters being attribut- 
ed to disobedience of orders and tne 
lack of safety signals and appliances. 
In Ilinois the commission has investi- 
gated safety devices quite exhaustive* 
ly. The law creating the Illinois Com- 
mission was enacted years before elec- 
tric roads were dreamed of and legis- 
lation will ha orgad during the next 
Itftiatetera aaaaioa to give the commis- 
sion mora eathority ta psotaettha pub- 
lic by cooipalliac laeda to properly 
c(iuip themaaivea.
